My land is red 
clay, hard and dry, with very little vegetable mat. 

I have a few peach trees planted in a lot 
of this description, and while the trees are growing 
and vigorous the fruit amounts to nothing, always 
wormy and generaily droppinggbefore ripe. Last 
fail laie I dug around tne roots, pouring in a 
quantity of ashes and washing the trunk with 
strong roapsuds, afterwards rubbing in ashes, and 
yet the fruit is ae ge to — again. Wihat is 
the matter? Could I put anytbing in thesoil to 
benefit the trees? or would it pay better to cut 
them down and plant in something else? Several 
have done this, but I hate to destroy them, if in 
eny wey they can be made useful. Is the fault 
with the soil? and what could I do to helpit? Some 
say the land is too rich, but I do not think that is 
possible, though this particilar spot was formerly 
a garden. 

’ Is nut-grass valuable for anything? Hogs like 
the nut-like roots, but does it not maxe poor has? 
Isthere any way to destroyitin a garden? We

1, Itis the general belief that psaches will 
not do well on very rich land, particularly if 
it is not well drained.

J.8., Wooster, Falkner county, Ark.: We have 
bead a very heavy bail storm here. I: fell May 29; 
it riddled my corn end beat one-fourth of it down. 
The corn was ebout 18inches high. I ent it off 
with a hoe about four inches above the ground. Is 
there any chance foritto make good corn? My 
cotton was most all cut off withthe hail. I have 
left the stubbs and am going to work them. Wili 
they make anything like good crops? 

Neither corn nor cotton can be expected to 
meke full crops. It would have been batter to 
bave plowed up and replanted the corn. Cot- 
ton may out come and make a fair crop if frost 
does not overtake if. 

M. H. W., Tuskegee, Ala: Terracing, the new 
method of preserving hills‘des, is practiced some- 
what in our county. 

Is it ever necessary to have what is called flood 
ditches? If so, when is it necessary Ww have them, 
and how should they be placed? Is it advisable to 
use terraces ipstead of hu lside ditches on the steep 
hillsides of red lime lands? 

Whenever there is a watershed above culti- 
vated land. itis desirableto have a ditch or 
ditches to take it off, especisl!y before terraces 
become well established. If terraces are laid 
off in antumn, the land being in stubble (which 
is the best). and the borders sown in grain or 
grass to bind the loose earth thrown up by the 
plow, there is littlo or no need of ditches. The 
bordere are liable to be broken through by 
heavy rains, but they must be looked after 
and repaired. Where the slopes are steep. and 
washes have been previously formed, the ten- 
dency for the latter to be perpetaated is vory 
wreat: and we have in such cases useda few 
ditches to controLthe water until the torrace 
borders hecome well established. After that 
they were filled up. Terraces are decidedly 
better than hillside ditches. They occupy leas 
space than ditches, require less looking after; 
preserve the soil more eff chively, aud serve a3 
Termanent guides to run rows oy.

The Interstate Commerce Law. 

The New York Evening Post, discussing 
some of the probable results of the interstate 
commerce law, calls attention to a fact 
which has been studiously ignored by our 80- 
called statesmen, snd by all the southern 
newspapers with the exception of THs CoN- 
STITU1I0ON. That fact is that the railway 
traflic of the entire south, except Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Aikansas is controlled by the 
steamship lines. In other words, the rates 
of freight in the south are controlled by the 
water ways. 

As the Post shows, the rates on freight 
from Mobile to New York must be no higher 
than the rates by water, and the same rule 
governs with respect to rates from interior 
points. The whole trade of the coast states 
from the Rio Grande to the Potomac, was 
moved on this basis, and has never, since 
the war, been moved on any other basis. 
This was the natural ontcome of thse compe- 
tition between the stexmship lines and the 
railroads. In one sense, dispatch is cheap- 
ness, and to this exten’, and to this extent 
only, the railways have had the advantage 
of the water lines. They conid carry freigut 
not only as cheap as the steamships, bat 
with more dispatch, and for this reasom they 
hed the preference of the water lines. 

It was probably a vague idea of the sitaa- 
tion that led the interatate commissisa to 
visit Atlanta °and other southern poiats. 
Just how much ivformation if got on this 
particular point we are !not prepared to say; 
but we have no hesitation in saying that 
they received a very imperfect idea of the 
situation, if the reports in the newspapers 
are to be believed. 

It vill be a great pity, indeed, if the com: 
mission fails to understand the situation. 
The Jaws under which southern commerce 
and trade were working, are perfectly natu- 
ral jaws. They may have worked hardship 
here avd there, but communities that are 
subjected to natural bardships must either 
submit to them or overcome them, as best 
they may. A community that has no rail- 
road running to its doors is unfortunate, but 
congress has nothing to do with that. There 
are many such communities, and if the 
policy which is at the bottom of thé inter- 
state commerce act could bs logicalfy carried 
out, they would all have cheap trausporta- 
tion to market. But, as the policy appears 
to be wrong, the community that saffers 
must secure its transportation as cheaply as 
the laws of trade will allow. If it can get 
a railroad, well and good; if it has a water 
line, then it can take advantage of the situ- 
ation as best it may.

Montgomery 
would have had a higher rate, but not so high as 
the small town that received its'supplies from her, 
andsoon. It isnot to be woudered at, therefore, 
that the commission tcok time to consider whether 
the whole structure of southern trade and indus- 
try should be shaken to its foundations by a sud- 
den reversal of existing business arrangements. 

It is useless to anticipate the finding of the com- 
mission upon ihe investigation which they have 
undertaken in order to determine whether the 
suspension of the fourth section shall be continued 
or not. There are some general considerations, 
however, which no one can fail to take account of 
The first is, that no act of congress or of the com- 
mission, Can prevent southern trade from being 
dominated by the water lines. The railroads nay 
be compelled to work for less money—it is a ques- 
tion whether they can doso or not. But the high- 
eft endeavors of the *political branch of the goy- 
ernment cannot prevent Mobile from getting her 
goods carried at Jower rates than Montgomery, ex- 
ceptin the improbable event that transportation 
by land becomes cheaner than by water. Whatis 
true of the seaport towns is true of the country ad- 
jacenttothein. ‘These will always get their goods 
carried on better terms thau the towns more re- 
mote from the coast. Compelling the railroads to 
abandon Mobile to the siceaiships entirely, will 
not cheapen the rate./to Montgomery. That will 
still be the rerultant of the New York-Mobile and 
the Mobile-Moutge mery rate, and the small town 
rate will be this; plus, the local,tarift from Mout- 
gomery. 

Another consideration, and this_is of the greatest 
importance, is, that the business of the south has 
accommodated iteeif to the existing arrangement. 
This is notsaying that there may not be special 
and particular abuses under ‘the,/general system. 
Probably there'are [many such; it would be won 
derful if there were not. Not only has business 
accommodated itself to the system, but the system 
has, to the greatest:possible extent, made business 
whatitis. The south,’at the end of the war, was 
tabula rasa in a business point of view. Its resus- 
citation was very much like settiing and building 
up anew country. All the railroads were ina 
State of wreck, and all the industries were in like 
condition. The j|dominance of the water linesin 
the maiter of transporiation was the one fact about 
which commerce grew and by which the move- 
ments and concerns of civilized life were resumed, 
The then existing railroads adjusted themselves 
to this fact, and, indeed, could not have done oth- 
erwise if they had wished. The newer ones have 
been built with reference toit, Now, it is exceed- 
ingly dangerous to disturb the economic arrange- 
ments pf a whole country by an act of arbitrary 
power. Whether these srrangements are right or 
wrong in themselves, they are part of everybody’s 
daily :ife. Thechances of doing harm by disturb- 
ing them are a hundred-fold greater than tne 
chance that the arrangements themselves will 
work injustice. 


The Post thinks that the result of all this, 
after great tribulation, will be that the ia- 
terstate commerce act will be gradaally 
clipped down to a correction of injustice. 
This will bea great deal better than the 
present effort to break down nataral and 
inevitable conditions.

Itisto be hoped thatthe World will con- 
finue its crusade against adulterated food. 
We must make it as dangerous to counterfeit 
our daily bread as it is to counterfeit the 
currercy ofthe country. It is a matter of 
life and death, and we cannot afford to 
negicci it.

The north had in 18£0 26,534,879 inhabitants 
while the’..south had 13,798,0062, The assessed 
valuation of the real estate of the north was also 
$11 063,602,149 or over six times greater than that 
ofthe southern states, which was but $1,887,460,- 
033. Thevalueof the land to each inhabitant at 
the north was $425, while with double the amount 
to each inhabitant in the routa the value was but 
$138. Each owner of 100 acres at the north coald 
se}l at auction and buy 500 at the south, while at 
the same time each five acres at the south is in- 
trinsically worth six acres of the north for all 
practical purposes, The personal property of the 
northern states was $4,222,830.943, or $159 to each 
inhabitant, while at the south it was but 
£975,563,308, or only $70 to each person, although 
the population was but half tothe sqrare mile of 
that of the north, and each inhabitant had double 
the number of acres. Atthe north the land wes 
assessed ata valuation of $22 310 per sqnare mile, 
and at the south but $3,961 per square mile, or less 
then one-fifth that of the north, and yet with the 
same Cullivation and development of industriesthe 
seuth would be worth one-fifth more or six times 
its present value. Thetotal assessed valuation of 
the sixteen northern states, with 495,889 square 
miler, was $15,286 441,092, or $30,820 per square mile 
while at the south the total assessed valuation of 
476,495 square miles was $2,768,593,549, bat $7,909 
per square mile, or one-fourth that of the northern 
States. The assessed valuation per acre of Massa- 
chusetts is $337, while that of Georgia is but $9, and 
yet Georgia has every naturaladvantage of Massa- 
chuseits,

A Few Old Statutes. 
From the Washington Star. 


In 1723 Maryland passed a law against Sab- 
bath breakers, providing that men “should not 
labor or profane the day by gaming, fishing, hunt- 
ingor Other unlawful pastimes or recreations, 
under fine of 200 pounds of tobacco.’’ Thislaw was 
unrepealed when the District of Columbia was 
ceded to the United States, has never beea repeal 
ed by congress, and is, therefore, it is said,a law 
in the national capital. The Maryland law against 
blasphemy, still extant, provides asa punishment 
that the offender shall be, for the first offense bored 
through the tongue with a hot iroggand fined £70. 
For a second efferse he shall be burned upon the 
forehead with the letter “B,”’ and fined £40. For 
a third offense he shall suffer death without benetit 
of clergy. 

The neighboriag state of Virginia also farnishes 
interesiing legislation. By alaw which may pos] 
sibly still be upon the statute books absence from 
church without valid excuse was puuished by a 
fine of one pound of tobaccd. An absence of one 
month was punishable by a fine of fifty pounds of 
tobacco. An act was also passed in that state 
providing for the pnnishment of ‘‘babling women” 
by three ducksin the horse-pond on a ducking- 
chair or stoel, and funds were appropriated for 
making the chair. The Massachusetts legislature 
passed a law providing that ‘“‘men shall not wear 
their hair like women nor their own or others 
made into periwigs. Women are forbidden the 
wearing of borders of hair bangs, cutting, curling, 
or immodest laying out of their hair. Grand juries 
are authorized to present the offenders and county 
courts to proceed against them,a fine to be imposed 
by the court,” 


Monkeys Opening Oysters, 
Commander Alfred Carpenter in Nature. 


So many people have expressed theirsarprise 
at hearing that I constautly saw monkeys break- 
ing open oysters with astone on the islands off 
South Burmah, that it may be of interest to give a 
short derc:iption of their method of using sucha 
tool. Thelow water rocks of the islaads of the 
Mergui Arcbipelago are covered with oysters, large 
andsmall. Amonkey, probably macaeus cyno 
molgus, which infest these islands, prowls about 
the shore when the tide fs low, opening the! rock 
oysters with a stone by striking the base gof the 
upper valves until it dislocates and breaks up. He 
then extracts the oyster with his finger aud 
thumb, oceasionaliy putting his|mouth straight to 
the shell. On disturbing them I generally found 
that they had selected a stone more apparently for 
convenience in handling than for its value as a 
bammer, and it was smaller in proportion to what 
a human being would have selected fora propor. 
tionate amount of work. In short, it was usnally 
a stone they could get their fingers round. 

As the rocks crop up through the low water mud, 
the stone had to be brought from high water mark, 
this distance varying from ten to eighty yards. 
This monkey has chosen the easiest way to open 
the rock oyster, viz: to dislocate the valves by a 
blow on the base of the upper one, and to break 
the shell over the attaching muscie. The gibbon 
also frequents these islands, but I never saw one of 
them on the beach,

The memorial, signed by 
himeelf and Dr. Hooper, of Arkansas, did no’ 
receive tho signature of Dr. Richardson, of 
Louisiana, the third membor of the committee, 
ressous €atisfactory to himself, It 
ewbodicd the facts appended by 
the experiments of Dr. Downings, now of 
Rio de Janerio, Crumona, of Mexico, Finlay 
aud others who have hac opportunities of ob 
serving the inoculibility of the virus of yallow 
fever and its protcction sgainsS the disease 
ip those subjected to its influence. 

In the meantime Dr. Joseph Holl, of New 
Orleans, had brought this matter to the atten 
tion of the Ameérigan sanitary association, and 
hed presented a dill to congress for tae appro- 
priation of fonds and tha appointment of a 
commission of thiee physicians to investigata 
the claims of ycllow fever ivoculation. Neither 
his efforts nor the memorial of this committee 

roved entirely effective, from opposition by 
those who were interested in tho resalts, and 
only av insignificant appropriation of $10,000 
was mace by congress, 

At the second oay’s session, Dr. Gaston pre- 
sented the following resolutions as a carroiary 
to his remarks on the first day: 

Whereas, An appropriation has been mede b; 
congress for investigating yellow fever inocuia- 
tion and an eminent bacteriologist has becu ap. 
ponted to examine the cata presented in Mexico 
and Brezil, ae 

Resolved, That it is desirable that two other 
memlrs of the medical profession should be as- 
sociated in this work, one having practical and 
clinical acquaintance with yellow fever, and the 
other being qualified to communicate with the 
population of the respective iocalities, 

Resolved, that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed by the president of this association to 
communicate this action to Presideat Cleveland, 
setting forth the grounds for such recommenda 
tions. 

A reporter of Tar ConstTrruTion learned 
from ihe doctor upon hie arrival from Chicago 
isstevening, that the committee under the 
resolutions consists of himeelf as chairman, 
with Dr. William Brodie, of Detroit, and Dz-. 
J. J. Chisolm, of Baltimore. In reply to a 
question he stated that a rough draft of a com- 
munication to the president had besn made by 
him, a copy of which appears below. 

This recommendation looks to the co-oper.- 
tion of two other competent members of tae 
medical profeesion, with the able microscopist 
and sanatarian appointed by President Cleve- 
land. Ii should not, in the opinion of Dr. Gis- 
ton, be construed as in any way dorogatory to 
him, nor ss being prempted by any oppositioa 
to his appointment on the part of tho friends 
of this measure. Dr. Gaston has long sincs

To His Excellency Grover Cleveland: [ao com-

With the ex- 
ception ofa small portion slong the western 
part of the pond, the banks are very high. The 
ceremonies of yesterday took place at this por- 
tion where the bank is nearly level with the 
weter, and every available space within sight 
Was occupicd with spectators.

LAIGEST VINEYARD ON EARTH. 


What Irrigation Has Done on a Naked 
oi Plain. 
From the Chico, Cal., Enterprise. 

There has been a great deal written about 
Serator Sianfora’s immense ranch at Vina, but the 
only way to get an adequate idea of it is to pay 
the place a visit. This an Knterprise reporter did 
afew days ago. Stanuford’s ranch begins at the 
Tahama county line, and the first view one gets of 
his land is not prepossessing. itis nothing but a 
barren, treeless plain, where the bedrock crops out 
in spots end everywhere lies buta few feet beneath 
the surface. Nothing will grow here except a 
short, Gry weed, but the sheep like this weed, and 
the plain stherefore one vast sheep range, for 
Senator Stanford is a man of varied resources, and 
menages to find a use for all the land he owns. 

As you approach Vina the aspect of the country 
succenly changes, and you jump from sunburned 
plainsinto the midst of green alfalfa ficlds and 
vineysrds. The former are made 
productive by frequent flooding from 
irrigating ditches. This flooding is 
good for the soil, but bad for health, and if it 
makes alfalfa, italso makes malaria. The water 
is brought in ditches from Deer Creek and turned 
into the fieids until it stands in a vast lake. As 
s?on as one crop of alfalfa is cut, another is raised 
in this way, all the year round. It is used very 
extensively for stock, in place of hay. 

But the vineyard is the wonderful feature of the 
Stanford ranch. Itextends for several miles up 
end down on each side of the road as you approach 
Vina, and back from the road as far as the eye 
canreach. In some places the vines are large, in 
others they have just been set out, aud in the lat- 
ter case they are supforted by an army of stakes. 
This vineyard. coniains 5,500 acres, and is the 
largest in the world, but still the senator is not 
satisfied, and proposes to have 5,020 acres. More 
yines are being set out every year. The prettiest 
fight of all arethe old Greek vines which form 
the nucleus af Senator Stanford’s vineyard. These 
vines ere all old and stand fully five feet high, 
The trunks are larger then a man’s arm. The 
branches are trimmed olf at the bottom and al 
lowed to grow out at the top, until the vineyard 
looks like an orchard of young peach trees, and 
they are all pruned off so evenly that they make 
one level floor of green as the eye glances across 
them, 

The yines already in bearinzrequirethe atten- 

ion of several hundred men, to take careof the 
erapes they produce; and it will take a small army 
of men to attend the crop each year when. all the 
vines get to bearing. The winery already in use on 
the ranch isa large building, but now Senaior 
Stanford is having a brick structure e7: ected which 
covers two acres, The walls are already up, and 
140 pillars are being erected, to support the roof, 
The building is to hold the wine vatsani casks, 
and is a sort of wine cellar above ground, itis of 
mammoth proportions, but so is the vineyard, and 
£0 will the crop of grapes be. 

Ore could talk about the vineyard ani winery 
allday, but-there are other things to be mentioned. 
Next to his vines,in Senator Stanford’s esteem, 
come his fine horses Of these there are large 
bands to be seen, all beauties and of the best blood 
The senator makes a specialty of raising fast 
horses, which hesells for fancy figures. Every 
snimal is spirited, beautifully proportioned 
and looks sleek and smooth. Thetwo stallions to 
which he breeds all his mares are Clay and Whips. 
The former the senator values at $10,000. Clay isa 
rather smal), brown horse, kind and gentle in dis- 
position... Whips is a fine large bay, full of life and 
beautifully built. In fact, the senator considers 
Whips the ideal of horsefiesh and beyond price. 
The apimal was expected to make very fast time, 
but was lamed in hisearly training at Palo Alto, 
and hence is used only for breeding purposes. 
Several fine horses have been lamed lately on the 
Palo Alto track, which is considered too hard, aud 
the senator intends to build a training treck on his 
Vina ranch. Negotiations are now in progress for 
the purchase of the Copeland estate, which ad- 
joins Stanford on the west, next tothe river, and 
when these negotiations are completed the track 
will probably be builton this land. Then all of 
the fine stock will be brought to Vina, which will 
be made headquarters for the training depart- 
ment. 

Other features of this wonderful ranch deserve 
extended mention. The nine targe barns for the 
horses, which are made as comfurtable as mos} 
dwellings ; the barns where the Holsteins have 
trcir quarters, kept as neat as a parior; those fine 
old Hoisiein cattie themselves of monstrous size 
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ASSAULTED IN A HOTSBL. 


A Young Lady Recovers $5,000 Damazes 
. from a Wealthy Cliisen ‘of Utica. 

DELHI, N. Y., June 12.—At the Jane circatt, 
now in session in this town, Justice H. Board- 
man Smith presiding, a verdict has just been 
reached ina suit for exemplary damages, ro- 
markable for the gravity of the offense charge, 
the high standing of the parties socially, and 
other sensational features. 
brovght by Miss Jennie M. Munson, s youog 
ledy residing in Franklin, and belonging to 4 
higbly respectable family, sgainat Thomas L 
Benkam, a wealtby citizen of Utica, for $20, 
000 damages for alleged physical injuries and 
menial distress, caused by an assaalt under 
aggravated circumstances. 

After an opening address by her counsel the 
fair plaiatiff took the witness stand in the 
presence of a thronged court room. She is a 
hax dsome brunette, and sprightly and inteili- 
ger t, aud she told her story dramatically and 
with frequent tears. She testified that sie 
first became acquainted with the defendant 
in 1883, on the occasion of her grada- 
ation by the Delaware Literary institute with 
high bonors, he being a conspicuous 
patron of that inetitution. Apparently he 
conceived great admiration for her tal- 
ents in painting and drawing, and in a 
fatherly way he offered to lend her pecuniary 
atsistance in prosecuting her studies in the 
New York city schools of design, After con- 
sulting friends she accepted the offer. While 
engeged in her course of study in New York, 
the defendant occasionally called upon her in 
the guise ofa patron and friend, and some- 
times ehe eccepted invitations to dine with him 
at his hotel, and to accompany him to thethea- 
ter and other pleces of amusement. On suc 
an occasion, after dining with him atthe Grand 
Central hotel, and before accompanying him 
to a theater, she stepped into one of the 
hote] rooms to arrange her toilet. She testi- 
fied that the defendant followed her into the 
reom, and, after locking the door, attempted a 
(Timinus!] assault. In the strugg'e that followed 
in the successful defenss of her honor, the per- 
manent injuries alleged were received, which 
stili cause her physical pain and mental dis- 
tress. Her story was corroborated ty some ex- 
tent by the evidonce given by her physician 
and frienés. 

The deferse made a general denial of the 
alleged assault, aud endeavored to impeach 
the chastity of the plaintiff and establish a 
case of blackmeil against her. The testimon4 
introduced on these points seemed of a vagae 
and hearssy character. The jury listened to 
the arguments of a brilliant array of counsel. 
and, after a brief charge by the judge, returned 
into court this merning with a verdict for 
plaintiff of $5,000 damages.

The Government and tye Liquor Trafic. 
From the Galveston News. 

Gradnally the control of interstate com: 
merce has been teken from the several states and 
the successive steps have usually osen inyited by 
some unmistakable action which has prompted 
aggrieved persons to appeal from authorities pro- 
vincial in spirittoa power which, whatever its 
Own errors, acts in numerous cases as a relief from 
state despotism in the smaller area. Near akin to 
state commerce isforeign commerce, and as re- 
gards the liquor traflic, judging from the drift of 
events, importation promises to be the most e ffect- 
ive mode of avoiding the effects of state prohibito- 
ry laws. Forexample, a correct telegram from 
Augusta, Me., appears to show that the prohibition 
law has squarely broken down under the right to 
£e!l imported- goods in unbroken packages. Butif 
the logic is good for imported goods because they 
have paid custom house duty, why is it not equal- 
ly good for all goods which have paid internal rev- 
erue duty? This isa view fur Amarican manu- 
facturers, butin factit matters littleto the con- 
sumer. He can buy the imported article and those 
who chote can uudertake to importand sell in 
original packages, if the Maine report is correct, in 
Gefiance of any state prohibition evactment. If 
this is the cold fact prohibitionists will perceive the 
necessity forthem to bea national party and get 
control of the federal government, or they might 
as wellsubside. Meanwhile liquor traffic by pra 
cess Of importation may defy domestic prohibition 
in any of the states, and domestic distillers, orew- 
evs or wine-mskers in apy non-prohibitory sta‘e 
bave only to send their products/asho:t distance 
abread to Bermuda, Cuba, Mexico or Cauada and 
then bring them back to give them the character 
and privileges of imported merchandise for sale 
and consumption anywhere in the union.

Yesterday was an ideal Sabbath. The 
weather was perfect. The various churches 
were thronged with devout worshippers, and 
the ministers of the gospel preached able 
sermons. Some of the discources—notably 
those of Dr, Lee, Dr. Strickler and Dr, 
Hawithorne—wers exceptionally fine, 

THE FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH. 

. The church was crowded to ite fail capacity 
atthe morning service. The music was excep- 
tiervally fine. Prof. Goldsmith, after three 
years of most acceptible service in the choir, 
rang with them forthe last time, before his 
deyerture for New York, where he goes to 
piorecute bis musical studies. The large an- 
cience seemed to appreciate more than ever 
his well-trained voice. Dr. Hawthorne 
pre:eched grandly from the story of Christ's 
unrecognized presence with two of his diszi- 
ples, a8 they journeyed from Jerusalem to 
Emmaus Luke 24; 28, 27 and 30th. 

Two of the most conspicuous points in the 
‘tTIVObD Were: 

1 Grd is often with His people when His 
yreeence is potknown. Temptations and con- 
fiicts have in them Christ. He is somesimes 
corcesled beneath a garment of darkness, 

2. Many men do not Know. how they are 
blest uptil their blessings are vanishing oat of 
th:ir right, They do not rightly appreciate 
bealih, wealth, friencs and religioas privileges 
until they sre lost, _ 

Let us 1¢coguize the hand of God in every 
blessing we reccivo, Let all time be hallowad. 
Let all places be sacred. Let all duties be di 
vire. The sermon was replete with feeliag 
jilustrations, aud there were few hearts ia the 
vast andierce untouched by his great pathos 
+6 he earnesily told of that divine providencs 
that, though urseen,is ever about us. His 
deseription of tbe delicacy, of the tenderness, 
cf the power of love, of ti at love that brought 
Christ from beaven to earth, that made him a 
sufferer and a wanderer, with no whereto lay 
his head, was grand even beyond description. 

Yes'erday’s service at this churce will be long 
remembered by those present as # genuine 
spiritual fcast. At theevening sirvice Prof.

The sermon wasby the Ray. Wm. Hayne 
Leavell, pastor elect of the Cougregational 
church, from the text: “Be yesure your sin 
will find you ont.” Dr. Leavell enforced the 
truths deduced from this text in a manner in- 
structive and enteriaisiug. He has a fine pul- 
pit presence ard is eéloguent and impressive in 
delivery. The large congregation was dclight- 
ed with the sermon. 

AT THE CENTRAL PRESBYTERIAN. 
- As usual, alarge congregation assembled in 
the Central Presbyterian church, yesterday 
morning, to hesr the pas‘or, Dr. G. B. Strick- 
ler. Dr. Strickler enjoys the reputation of 
being the most Jogical, most profound, and 
most acnts rexsouer among the palipit orators 
of the @ty. His sermon yesterday morning 
was en exceed:ugly able cffort, and was the 
theme of conversstion among these who were 
to fortunate as to have listened to it. Tae text 
wae taken from the first epistle of John, third 
chapter, ard fourteenth verse, “We know that 
we bave psssed from death unto life, becauss 
ve love tho brethren.” The cardinal 
idea that ren through the: discourse, was 
the proof snd evidence of religion, and the 
preacher dwels long and ably upon the many 
ev:cenees of the fact that the Bibleis really the 
work of inspired men. ‘The fact that the vari- 
ons authors of the boeks that go towards 
insking up the Bible were men occupying such 
cifferent positions, the high, the low, the rich 
and the poor, being contributors, and alli 
writing in the way they did, unequaled per- 
beps by any subsequent production ‘of wan, 
goes to show that inspiration had a great deal, 
it not everything to do withit.

An immense congregation greeted the pas- 
for, the Rev. W. C. McCall, and listened with 
profcurd attention to a discourse upon the 
power and influence of the Scriptures. The 
Bible, hesaid, was the only book that had no 
old ege.

pature. It aequaints the creature with 
the creator. Ttrecords a great drama lony 
since enscted. long since finished in several 
acts abd stiilincomplete. Itreveala that con- 
fusion that existed erethe seething billow of 
time had been riesed into shining glory by the 
golded surbesms. It takes us back of that om 
nipotent word shat startled the vaults of na 
ture with the majestic command, “Let there be 
light.” revealing the hand of God’s angels on 
the dark background, painting the beantifual'pic 
ture of day.opening our ears to the grand, chorns, 
creation’s eraterio “the morning stars singing 
tegether and all the host of God shonting for 
joy.” Itriftsthe darkness of the ages aud 
pours upon us the propesition, “Let us 
nake man,” and from the divine hand 
we see the dust come forth in the di 
vine image This beok. with jts claims 
to divine authorship has set its s‘ately front 
in all the ages along the lines of chroxology, 
philosephy and science and challenged their 
aseunlt.

The Unusually Cool Weather of the Past 
Few Days Generally Discussed. 

Friéay afiernoon about three o’clock, a per- 
ceptible change in the atmosphere wis felt, and 
the cool wave wasa grateful experience afior 
the unusually warm weather we had been 
having. As the afternoon wore on, the weather 
grew cooler and cooler, and the wind as it 
ceme round the corners aud blew in gusts 
down the streets was suggestive of a day on 
the top of Lookout, or a raw Sunday afieraooa 
on the summit of Stone mountain. 

The opera house Friday evening was woll 
filled with people assembled to witness ihe ex- 
hibition of tie boys of Means’s high 
echool. It was haif past ten o'clock 
when the exhibition was over, and ag the 
people left the ‘warm theater and came out 
into the cou] night air, it was observed that 
wrape were drawn tightiy saboui the person 
and the gait homeward suggestive of wintry 
weather. “Howcold it is?’ wasa common 
form of ebsrervatfon, and was somewhat novel 
and refreshing after two weeks of “aid you 
ever see such warm weather?’ 

Saturday morning, a cold east wind blew 
over the city, snd the sky was bleak with cold 
locking, beavy clouds. All indications pointed 
to rein, and no deubt it would bave rained bad 
it not been so cool, During the day intelli- 


gexce of hail sterms in various sections of thes 
state the night before reached thea city, and as | 


the news was circulated, the people generally 
attributed the cold spell to that fact. But tha 
cold wave was net confined to Georgia, bat 
was general throughont the country. 

Yesterday morning broke fair and cool-- 
yes, decidedly cool,aud the man who had 
looked forward to the cold bath the night bs- 
fore with undisguised pleasure, went back on 
bis deliberate utterances by tempering the 
water with the copious running of the hot 
faucet. Thechurches yesterday had the ap- 
pearance of winter time; the windows were 
closed, and the doors opeuing into the vesti- 
bules were kept closed during the services, 
The street cars bad their windows lowerad, 
aid ihe open cars were tiapping their canvass 
s.dles in the stiff air. 

The cold wave was so decidedly ont of placs 
that it was generally discussed. Betweooa six 
ocieck and two o’clock the thermomoter, 
on Friday night, fell seventeen degrees, a de- 
crease not to be sneezed at in the mid ile of 
June; while it did not get very much lowor, or 
make avy more decided jumps; of that charac- 
ter, there was a perceptible tendency on the 
ae of the mercury to get deeper down in the 
tube. 

If there is ever a time when the oldest in- 
habitatt isan interesting character, and feels 
thet he has not lived in vain, the fact is per- 
haps demonstrated by such unusnal spelle of 
weather as we have jast had and are 
still enjoying. His sayings are 
premium, and he finds that 
his testimony is received with the greatest re- 
spect, and is recorded with a conviction that 
more than wipes away the sting of former 
years of neglect. Atlanta has several of the 
“oldest inhabitants.” A CONSTITUTION re- 
porter saw one yesterday, and asked “If he 
hed ever known such aspell of weather in 
June before?” 

“Yes, there was just such a spell as this the 
middle of July, in 1828, and if anything it 
wesalittle worse, for in some sections the 
frost killed the second crop of vegetables com: 
ing on,” 

This information was reaswring, espocially 
asitcame immediately afcer the utterance of 
a religious fanatic who regarded the cool speil 
as an undisgnuised mark of Divine disfavor. 

Several other “older inhabitants’ were in- 
terviewed, and the facts elicited that in Au- 
gust, 1817; July, 1823, and June 30th, 1341, sim- 
iler spelis were experienced. 

A gentleman not long a resident of the city, 
whohad heard much of the glorious summer cli- 
mate of Atlanta, expressed bimself to a reporter 
as being more than pleased with his selection 
of a summer home. He said it was almost 
equal to the White mountains in August. 

In fact, everybody welcomed the change, 
and while a few grumbled, as they do about 
everything, ro one made any ssriong coum- 
plaints, unless, indeed, it was the soda water 
men. They were as blue as the shirt front of a 
Brooklyn bleed, and ag mad as a summer hotel 
preprictor.

SEEKING ACOM MUTATION OF THE 
DEATH SENTENCE. 
ee 
Wilfam OCuften, of Savanneh, Arrives in the. Clty, 
exa Winés Goversor Gorden absent - Will 


Lragot’s Sentence Be Commuted? - fhe 
Story of the Crim:—Is He Iasaa.? 


Wi'liam Clifton, of 'Savarna’, the counsel 
appointed by the court to defend J acob Log- 
go't, the Tatnall county murderer, arrived ia 
Atlanta late yesterday afternoon, briuging 
with him the papers. the evidence, and all the 
facts and information upon which » commata- 
tion of the death sentence is asked. 

It wi!l be remembered that Mr. Clifton tel- 
egraphed the governor some days ago, that he 
weu'd errive ia Atlanta on Saturday or Mon- 
ésy. He did not call at the executive office 
on Saturday, ard as Governor Gordon had ac- 
cepted an invitation to attend the commence- 
ment exercises of the North Georgia collego, 
at Dahlonega, he left the city yosterday after- 
noon, a few hours betore Mr. Clifton’s arrival. 
It is not definitely known when the governor 
will return. The commencement exercises ex- 
tend throveh Wednesday, and if he remains 
untilthe clore of the celebration, he cannot 
pessibly return to the city until Thursday at 
noon. The various pspers that Mr. Clifton 
brovght with him wiil require some time for 
examination, aud itis difficalt to see how the 
waiter can be fully examined and the govern- 
or's determination made up in time to reach 
Reidsville, in Taimall county, by Friday, at 
noon, , 

THE TIME APPOINTED FOR THE EXECUTION, 

A CONSTITUTION reporter saw Me. William 
Clifion last night at the Kimball house. Mr. 
Clifion is a large, well-made man, and will 
attrect attention anywhere. In @aswver to the 
reporter's request, he gave the following 
account of the crimeand the present status of 
the condemned man: 

“Jacob Leggett is perhaps thirty years old. 
I de xo not know his exact age, but from all 
indications judge him to be about thirty. Hoe 
is a large uegre, and was before the murder 
of the woman, accounted in country parlance, 
ashsrnreegro. He came to Tatnall coaniz, 
from North Carolina, andthe woman, Lillie 
Grigdon, accompanied him. The couple lived 
tegether as man and wife, and were 80 re- 
garded by all who kuew them. Whether they 
wore ever  gally married, ldonot know, bas 
they certainly lived with each long enouga to 
create that impression. 

“Afier residing together about two years 
the woman, Liiiie Grigdon, in a fitof mo- 
mentary jeslonsy left Leggett, and went to 
live elsewhere in the neighborhood. This was 
perbats the first intimation their neighbors 
had that 

{HE COUPLE WAS NOT MARRIED, 

“Legeett was deeply enamored of the 
woman, and was very much distressed when 
she left him. He implored her to retarn, but 
she was ofdurate, and would not, 

“The evide.ce showed that Leggett went 
about the county following the woman, beg- 
ging, wp oring, and beseecbing her to return 
tobim. He gave up almost everything, and 
seemed to have but one idea iu the world, and 
that was to reestablish his ralations with 
Lillie. During the while he frequently made 
the :emark that he loved tha woman better 
then jife itself, and would make auy sacrifico 
if ste wou'd only retarn. 

“The mcrning of the stabbing Leggett and 
some companions were sitting on the roadside 
chatting together. These who had knives 
were engaged in whittling, as idle negroes will 
do. Leggett had no knife of his own, and his 
companions would from time to time lend him 
a Llade and permit him to whittle a little, too. 
lt was while he wasin momentary poasession 
of a knife that 

LILLIE GRIGDON PASSED BY, 

Leggett approached the weman and again re- 
rewed his entreaties, besecching her to return 
withhim, She persisted in her refusal, and 
upbraided him, perbaps, for persecating her. 
This, no doubt, angered Leggett, and forgetting 
everything, overlooking the fact that it was 
the woman whom he loved better than lifo, he 
be gan to use the knife upon her, and 

SUCCEEDED IN STABBING HER SEVERAL TIMRS. 

‘There cau be no doubt that the deed was 
done in psssion, when the man really knew 
not what hedid. It mas not murder, for there 
wab nothir g premeditated about it, there was 
no malice init, and ten minutes befure the 
ceed was cone the thought of euch a thing had 
never entered his head. 

“And the subsequent action of Leggett? goes 
to corroborate his statement. Tie woman 
lived nearly two weeks after the stabbing, and 
about the time the wounds took effect the pris- 
cners covfived in the county jal succeeded in 
breaking cutand Leggett escaped. Instead of 


| msking every exertion to get away from tho 


county, thus lessening the probabilities of his 
errest, he, on the contrary, went to the hoase 
of tho regro where the dead body of Lillie 
Grigdon lay. He was seen about the place, 
and if was an easy matter for tae officers to 
secure bis Capture. 

‘There seems to be arn impression,” remarked 
Lawyer Clifton, “that lam getting a big foo 
for workirg for Legeett. There was nevera 
erycat-r mistake. I will not receive a cent 
from defending Leggett. I was appointed by 
the ccurt to defend the prisoner, in connection 
with Colonel] Gray, and everything that I have 
Gone for Leggett has been done from the best 
motives. The expenses attached to this trip, 
end to other trips I have made forandin be- 
haf cf 

THE CONDEMNED MAN, 
have been borne by me, withoutany hope of 
recer pensa jon. 

“The evidence against the prisoner at the 
frial wasalldead against him. No insanity 
plea was urgec, and he was convicted and 
sentenced to be hung. 

“The evidence I shall ley bafore the gover 
nor wiii be evidetice certified to by the court 
oflicers, and if he xeads it carefully and takes 
it in conzection with atatements madein the 
petition and in various certificates I shai] pre- 
sent, lam greatly in hope of making an im. 
pression upon the mind of his excellency, A 
petilion numeronsly sigged wiil be presonted, 
the ccurt clerk the sheriff, the oorouer, the 
cther county <flicers, and varicus prominent 
cilizeus of ‘latnaill, have their names to the pe- 
tition. I bave alto ihe ceriiticate of a leading 
and weil known Savanunak physician in regard 
to the mental coudition of Jacob Leggett. Bat 
what J mostly rely upon is the personal letter 
of his honor, Judge Hines, to Goveraor Gor- 
Juége Hines is oneof the ablest and 
purest jurists in the state, aud J am satisfied 
that the letter he has written to Governor 
Gordon 

WILL HAVE GREAT WSIGHT, 
coming asitdocs fromthe judge who pre- 
sided at the trial.”’ 

“What does Judge Hines say?’ 

“I don’t know—the letter is eealed and is of 
a personal nature, bat [ am sure from the 
acsurances 1 haye received from the judge, 
that it wili greatly help Leggett.” 

Mr. Clifton is yery muchin earnest in his 
efioris. He seemed tomewhat put outat not 
findingthe governor at home, but realizes 
that it was his fault, in not being more definite 
in the anneuncementof bis arrival. He b:- 
lieves, howc ver, that instructions were lefs at 
the exccntive cflice in regard to the matter. 
Mr. Clifton says that he can leave here 
Wednesday right, end reach Reidsville in time. 
It is not likely that he will follow the goveraor 
to Dablonegsa. If the governor shoald con- 
clude to mmain in north Georgia antil the 
commencement programme is completed, not 
much hepe existe for Jaco» Leg gett. 

The Savannsh Morning News, in disenesing 
the efforts made in behalf of Jacob Leggett, ia 
iis edition of yesterdsy, says “there are yariou3 
epeculaticns as to the result of the efforts now 
peive wade. The general impression is that 
the governor will refuse to interfere and that 
the condemned man will hang on Friday, the 
éay following the expiration of his reprieve.

THE COTTON CROP. 


The Report of thd Agricultural Department 
ard the Cotton Exchange. 


The departweut of agriculture at Washiag- 
ton reports for. June the prospects of the ya- 
rious crops througbout the country. In regara 
to the cet crop, the percent given to Georgis is 
09, which is decidedly greater than the por 
cent allowed by ovrown state deparimont of 
sgriculture. In the acreage of cotton, and in 
esse of one per centis reported. The state 
averages are Virginia 90, North -Carolina 99.5; 
Sonth Carolina 98; Georgia 93 5; Fiorida 97; 
Alatama 100: Mississippi 100.4; Lonisiana 102; 
Te x:s 100; Arkangas 102.5; and Tennessee 190. 
The condition of the cotton is higher than 
that of any year since 1680, averaging 90 9. and 
has only been exceeded three times since 1870. 
The best yicld was in 1652, when the Jane 
condition was 59. 

It will be interesting to note the difference 
between the figures of the dopariment at 
Washingtn, and these farnished by the ns 
tional cotton exchange at New Orleaus. The 


exchavgo reports saye: 
“The hearne have been quite full from all paris 


of the cotton belt, and our revision of the acreage, | 


based on the county reports, is complete. Favora- 
ble weather duriog the winter iu pretty much the 
entire cotton belt enebied the planters to make 
such headwey in iheir work that rarely has the 
land ever been so generaliy well prepared fr the 
crop es at present. Tae plantis healthy, stands, 
and with but few exceptions, are good, andthe 
rereral condition of the crop is superior to that of 
astyear, Al} ibrough the Atlantic [states the use 
cf fertilizers has very materially decreased, while 
the younger states have, to some extent, made 
more use of them. Labor is plenty and wor 
well, with exception of South Carolina. ‘ 
There has been an incressed acreage, slight 
in most of the states, but showing weil in Ar- 
Kevsas aud Texas, making an average incceasa 
for the belt of 1} per cent, and, gives in round 
numbers, an area of 18,000,000. acres under cul- 
tivation in cotion, distributed as follows:
